EDITOR STATE JOURNAL:—Not having 


seen any notes from Paradise for Borne 
time, I think it about time the outside 
world heard from as. 


On the 5th instant the State Superin- 


tendent of Public Instruction visited 
us and attended both the public and 
private schools, and also talked with 
the ppoplfa considerable during bis 
stay of two days. He was here in re- 
gard to pchool matters and we are 
looking every dajr for Professor Ring 
to give the public his views of school 
matters hero as he found them, which 
we hope he will do soon. 


At the same time, we had a temper- 


ance lecturer here for three nights, and 
a lodge of I. O. G. T. waa organized 
with twenty-five members. The lodge 
will meet once a week in Odd Fellows 
Hall; so from this time on we may ex- 


j pect Paradise to be reformed. 


We had, on Wednesday evening, 


preaching by the liev. Mr. Williams of 
Winnemucoa, and I bear that he got an 
addition of one member to the church. 


March 13fh the people of the town 


were thrown into a fever of excitement. 
Word came that one of the old settlers 
of the Valley, Robert Burges, had com- 
mitted suicide at his home, about a 
mile from town, by taking strychnine, 
and died in loss than an hour. Mr. 
Burges walked up to town at about 10 
o'clock and remained in town walking 
around aimlessly and seemed not to 
know where to go or what to do while 
here. Some of those who noticed him 
remarked that he was in trouble, as he 
seemed very restless and looked wild. 
About 12 o'clock he. left town and 
walked home. When about twenty 
yards from the house he opened a 
bottle of strychnine and took a dose of 
it, and put the bottle back in bis 
pocket. He went to the house and sat 
on the porch for a few minutes, then 
walked into the house and went through 
the front room into the kitchen and 
too^k off his boots. Mrs. Burges asked 
him if he was siok and he said no. 
He 


then went into the parlor and laid 
down on a lounge and stretched him- 
self out, bid his 7-year-old son gooJ-bye 
and said he was gone. Mrs. Ella Gil- 
lilian, who was in the room, asked him 
if he had taken anything, and he said, 
" yes, strychnine," and put his tongue 
out to show her. They then attempted 
to give him mustard water, but they 
could not get him to take anything or 
give any reason why he took the 
poiso'i. He died about half an hour 
after going into the house. He had 
attempted suicide twice before. Mr. 
Burge had been a resident of Paradise 
Valley for about 26 years, and leaves a 
wife and six children to mourn him. 


Tho farmers are getting ready to put 


in their crops. The season is about a 
month late here. There is no lack of 
the beautiful &now in the mountains 
and every prospect for plenty of water 
for irrigation for both hay and grain. 
There will be a large acreage put into 
wheat this year, as we will have two 
roller mills to grind the wheat into 
flour. Schwartz & Stock put rollers in 
their mill last fall and Reconzone & 
Forgnone have commenced work on 
the Silver State mills. They will put 
in the most improved machinery. It 
is on the way here now from Milwau- 
kee, so everything looks well for a 
prosperous year in this Valley. So be 
it.
